oe y againft their Intere/?, and what, 
if they fhould attempt, muft prejudice 
them by its Effeéts. 

However, as the Recefs of Parliament 
is the Harveft of the Male contents, in 
which they have Leiiure to corrupt the 
Country ; I fend you fome Minutes to ena- 
ble you to anfwer their moft florid Ora- 
tors. We are fenfible that Men of the 
greateft Rank among them will {toop to 


the moft contemptible Methods of ftirring G 


up Sedition, and bringing over Converts 
to the Party. "Tis therefore I fend you 
this fhort Brief of the Merits of our Cau/e. 

Firft, I obferve, that the Safety or Dan- 
ger of the Common-wealth depends ftrong- 
ly on the Difpofition of the Prince. Mo- 
narchs of fierce and haughty Spirits, who 
fet a greater Value on Glory, than onthe 
Welfare of their Realms, often begin their 
Conquefts by fubduing thofe who difpute 
their Will at Home. Kings of foft and 
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indolent Tempers, are liable to be cor- 
rupted by Favourites. But while we have 
a brave, generous, honeft and religious 
Prince on the Throne, careful of his Sub- 
jeéts, and fatisfied with the ample Terri- 
tories that of Right belong to him, what 
have weto fear? 

Next to theDifpofition of thePrince, the 
Publick Safety depends much on the Dif- 
pofition of his Miniffers. Where they 
are Foreigners, Men of low Births, bad 
Charaéters, and defperate Fortunes, the 
Subjeéts have every Thing,to fear. But 


B when we behold none but our Country- 


men; Nobles of the beft Families and For- 
tunes, in greateft Credit at Court, and in 
the higheft Offices; when we diftinguifh 
among the Miniftry thofe glorious Patriots, 
who, in a late Reign, by a vigorous Op- 
pofition, defeated the formidable Conipi- 
racy enter’d into by a wicked Adminiftra- 
tion to overturn our Conftitution, and in- 
troduce Slavery, that they might continue

truft them ; or imagine that they fhould at 
once facrifice their own Intereft, and that 
of the Publick?

towards his Country deftroy’d. In fine,

But K. fames had Minions 
of more prevalence than his Gouncil, his 
Honour, or Intereft. ‘To thefe Minions, 
fome of ’em Clergymen, the Bifhops ap- 
ply, and engage them to diffuade theKing.

A Modern Whig’s Political Creed. 

Bout 5 Years ago, fays D’anvers, I 
A gave the political Creed of a Mo- 
devn Whig, in Oppofition to the original 
Principles of that Party, but the mini- 
frerial Writers have fince added feveral 
new Articles, efpecially the following viz. 

That the People in Office and Favour at 
Court ought to engro/s all the Lands in the 
Kingdom. 

That to affert the King’s Parliamentary 
Title, in Oppofition to Hereditary Right, 
is bordering upon High-Treafon. 

That the Majefty of the whole People 
is invefted by our Laws in the Perfon of 
the King. 

That the Crown ought to have a pecu- 
niary Influence over theHoufe of Commons, 

That the People have no Right, intheir 
colle&tive, or corporate Capacities,to in ftrudt 
their own Deputies; even in Cafes, which 
affect their Trade and Liberties. 

That Excifes, which deprive the SubjeF 
of Trials by Juries, and expofe his Bufinefs 
to the Inquifition of Croum Officers, are 
the moft effectual means of promoting 
Trade. 

That ftanding Armies are the bef? Pre- 
fervative of publick Liberty ; e/pecially 
when duly garbled and modelled #0 mizit- 
freral Purpo fes. 

Let Hiftory determine whether thefe 
Tenets are not diametrically oppofite to 
the very firft Principles of that Party ; or, 
whether Whiggifm was not originally 
founded on popular Liberty, in Oppofition 
to the Encroachments of Prerogative, and 
the Fower of the Crown ; and whether our 
pretended Whigs have not borrow’d their 
Arguments from the Tory Writers of for- 
mer Reigns, in behalf of a perpetual Re- 
venue, Excifes, penfionary Parliaments, 
and flanding Armies? 

Indeed of late, the Names of Whig 
and Tory have been happily laid afide, the 
Confequences of which the Minifferial Wri- 
ters apprehending, {pare no Pains to di- 
Vide usagain. ‘This is the Burthen of Mo- 
ther Osborne's Reveries, for feveral Weeks 
pait,who exerts all the little Pathos in her 

Power, to fet the People of England to. 
gether by the Ears about Shadows, that 
her good Patron may have an Opportuni- 
ty of running away with the Subftance: 
But every Attempt of this kind ferves only 
to unite them more clofely in that honeft 
Confederacy, on which the Prefervation of 
their Liberties abtolutely depends, 
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One great Topick of Complaint is, tha‘ 
Oppofiticn gives Strength to theTory Party® 
and may endanger the prefent var 
ment, whereas it hath been manifeitly 
carried on entirely on Whig-Principles 
the Principles of the Revolution,on which 
this Government was founded, and on 
which only it can be fupported. The Mfi- 
nifterial Writers are fo fenfible of this, 
that they have been obliged to drefs upa 
itrange Monfter, called Republican-Faco- 
bitifm, or fomething between a Common- 
wealth and anabfolute Monarchy, which 
they hop’d would frighten the People inte 
their Arms for Protection ; but have feen 
their Bugbear treated with Contempt. 

One thing is to be admir’d in the Wri- 
tings and Conduét of thefe Gentlemen; 
tho’ they are always angry at any Coali- 
tion of Parties, where the Country Intereft 
is concerned, yet are they fond of Profelytes 
on the other fide of the Queftion, and 
fpare nothing to gain them, however 

ormerly tainted with Tory, Facobite, or 
even Popifh Principles. A little dutiful 
Compliance gives a Place amongft the 
beft Friends of the Government, 

Thefe Writers tells us, our prefent Mif- 
fo tunes and Difturbances are owing to the 
Gentlemen in the Oppofition ; in this per- 
haps they are not altogether in the Wrong;

it Was entirely owing to the pertinacious 
Oppofition of thefe Gentlemen ,; who have 
likewife been very officious in their En- 
deavours to reduce our Army, Debts, and 
Taxes; to difcover Frands in great Com- 
panies, and to punith the Authors of them, 
to prevent Corruption, Stock-jobbine, and 
all Mifapplications of the publick Money ; 
befides other Attempts, that may have 
dilturbed a certain Gentleman; but of 
which the People have manifeited their 
fenfe in a Manner, that will for ever do 
Honour to the Britifo Nation abroad, and 
may be aWarning to fome Perfons athome. 
It is true, all Oppofitron naturally cre- 
ates Ferment and Contention ; but fhould 

Minifters, be left to do as they pleafe? 
Liberty and Property are neither Whig, 
nor Jory, but common to all Men, and 
therefore all Men will naturally rife in 
their Defence, when They fee thefe in- 
vaded. The Jate Projet was univerfally 
look’d upon as {uch an Attempt, and con- 
fequently united the Body of the Nation a- 
gainit it. ‘The Progrefs of this Oppofiti- 
on was indeed attendedwith fomeWarmth 
and Refentment ; but to whom mutt it be 
im- 
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imputed? 'To Thofe who were neceffita- 
ted to ftand up in their own Defence; or 
to Him, who reduced Them to that Ne- 
c.flity ?

N the abovemention’d Piece I have 
I obferv’d many Faéts, plainly mifre- 
prefented, which difcover the Prejudice 
and Bias of the Author. This Charge 
I faw made good by Dr Berriman’s Re- 
marks in feveral Particulars of the 4th 
and sth Century. Where the Dr touches 
upon Part of Archbifhop Laud's Chara¢t- 
er, he feems to expeét fome other Hand 
would entef more fully upon that Pro- 
vince, and chaftife his Adverfary in that 
and other Parts of Englifh Hiffory. I 
have therefore determin’d to take Notice 
of one extraordinary Paragraph : : 

Having mention’d the Over-throw of 
Bifhops and Common-Prayer in England, 
and the Eftablifhment of the Presbyteri- 
an Difcipline, he proceeds thus.— The 
Writers of the Church-Party think this 
an everlafting Brand of Infamy upon 
the Presbyterians. But how does this 
throw greater Infamy upon them, than the 
Subverfion of Presbytery in Scotland, and 
the impofing Canons and Common-Prayer 
upon that Nation, doth on Laud and his 
Creatures? The fame Arguments that will 
vindicate the Alterations made in Scot- 
land by the King and the Biftops, will 
vindicate thofe made in England by the F 
Parliament and the Presbyterians. 

As to the firlt of thefe, if the Archbi- 
fhop had been the Perfon who procured 
it in a peaceable and legal Manner, I be- 
lieve it would not have been reckon’d a- 
mong his Crimes. But this is falfe in 
Fact. Spot/zvoad maintains, that the Go- 
vernment of Bifhops was receiv’d in Scot- 
land from the firft Eitablifhment of Chrif- P 
tianity: And it continu’d at the Reforma- 
tion, till Andrew Melvil, who had learnt 
another Platform at Geneva, raifed an Op- 
Potition to it 1574; and in 1480 got their 
Jurifdiction difallow’d by an Act of Af- 
iembly, and their Temporalitics taken 
away by Act of Parliament, in 7 Ycars

turgy, yet vary’d io as not to feem prefcri- 
bed to them from the Church of England. 
The Ule of it after this, was requir’d by 
the King’s Authority, with the Advice of 
the Privy Council of Scotland, as agreea- 
ble to Law, as the tumultuous Rejection 
of it was illegai and unwarrantable. Laud 
might have a2 Hand in conducting the 
King’s Councils, and in conferring with 
the Scots Biihops: But as the Legality of 
the whole Proceeding is not liable to any 
juft Exception, Mr Chandler fhould have 
made a wide Difference between that 
Tranfaétion and the Overthrow of our 
Eitablifhment at Home.

at this prefent writing; this is for to let you 
know, that we left Dover laf? tuefday was three 
weeks, to faile upon the maine ocean fea; and 
having a bloody firong gale of wind, we gott to 
Callis in foure houres: but I did not half like 
it, for I was moft confumed fea fick; and onr 
Dick was fo abominations bad, that I thought 
he would have been vivat rex, and dy’d upon 
the foott: he muted, and caf? to that degree, as 
if he would have bronght up his very pluck and 
harflet. We had no fooner landed, but we were 
hurryed to the governor, and then to the cuftom- 
honfe, where we had a mortall deal of trouble 
with my portmantle; and Dick had like to have 
loft the bag where was all my cleane linnen, and 
old thoes. And as neither Dick nor I under- 
frood thenone word of French, we had like to have 
been bamboozled; but by she hilp of a wellfpoken 
Enclifh gentleman, a very handfom bodyed per~ 
fon in the face, (whom I found was a drawer at 
the filver lyon tavern there,) we gott ont of that

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wo more of than the pope of Rome: fo I fmelt 
the lay, and fhun’d him. The otker was an 
Oxford fcholler, juft come from Cambridge, a 
meer ninny: his firft queftion was, if I was ac- 
guainted with the Clafficks? and I in return, 


let him know you was of the Quorum, and that 
I was your fon, and heir: but as for the family 
of the Clafficks, I was fure there was no fiach in 
our country, or none of any note: mpon this he 
grinn’d, and turn’d away spon his heele, and fo I 
found the fellow was a foole. And I was glad 
I got fheere of him; andrefolved to keep no Eng- 
lifh gentlemen company: becaufe, firft and fore- 
moft, they fpend their money at no rate, and I 
do not defire fuch converfation, becaufe I know it 
argufies nothing, and their pretenfes of friendfhip 
are nothing but blandation: and I refolving to 
live within compafs, (do you, Sir,) defign’d to go 
to Paris in the waggon; and Dick was of the 
fame opinion. But when I call’d for a reckon- 
ing,----(blood and thunder!) I may fay, that 
there was the Devil to pay----but, as the faying 
is, neceffiras non habet leggs; fo I paid it, 
with as yood a will, as if I had fwallow'd a 
hedge-hog. 

We fet out early one morning, in cempany only 
with three Frenchmen (very clever gentlemen in- 
deed :) one of them {poke pretty good, bad Eng- 
fith, and had been footman to a half pay officer ;

At Paris, by advice of my fricnd the foot-man 
I took lodgings at a friends of his, at a fix foufe 
ordinary, up two pair of fairs, in a back-lane, 
becaufe of cheap living. For, thinke I te my 
Selfe, as I came here only to fee fofhions, I may 
as well do that, ont of a window up two paire 
of fiaires, as owt of aparlonr : and te fave charges 
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Dick lies with me, but is difmally afraid of ° 


Spirits, and of things walking, becanfe he can’t 
Speak a bitt of Latine.----And for my owne 
part, I refalve (as the faying ig) to keep only the 
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bef? of combany: fo I found a fufficient numbe? 
of very polite gentlemen, that lodgedin the fam 
houfe that is to fay, two journey-men taylors» 
(natives of Ireland,) two Italian fidlers, and 
the chief toad-eater to a very noted mounte~ 
asked him, if he was acquainted in Effex ; and & bank: but, fure, and fure! had you but [een how 


they al honour’d, bow’d to, and complimented 
me, you would have taken your corporall oaths 
that they were men of quallity, and knew that B 
swas fomebody. I feldom go abroad, becaufe I can 
See the worldfaf? enough out of my chamber window > 
but when I do go ont, one, or more, and fome- 
times all thefe civil gentlemen wait on mc: and 
poor Dicx is fo afvaid of being loft, that he i# 
ther takes holde of my foord, or the lappet of 
my coatc, whenever I go into the citty. And as 
I never weare my bef? cloathes for fear of danb~ 
ing them, fo he never wears his new livery, left 
people fhould take me for fome lord, and murder 
me for my money, or cutt his throat for the fake 
of his cloathes. I don’t go to a play, becanfe 
they fay fad naughty women are there: and E 
have been at court but once, and I will infare 
you, that I will never go twice; for I think in 
my heart, that it is as fine a fight, to fe onr 
quarter feffions, Bat it feems my merit conld 
not be hid there: for lam told, byone, that heard 
it from the king's corn-cutter, that he was in- 
form’ d by one of the pages in waiting, that he 
thinks he heard the cardinal fay, as how as le 
almoft thought, that I was fome body of diftintti- 
on if the truth was known, and the like of that. 
Imuf? not forget to tell you, that they are all 
here either Papifhes or Roman catholicks, and E 
like them at no price: fo that when I have feem 
fafhions one week more, I defigne to return from 
beyond fe, in order, Sir, to make yor a grand= 
father, if I live and do well, as the faying is.

Antient 
andModern Authors abound withInitances 
of this Kind. The D. of Guijc, in the 
Reign of Henry IIL. of France, was fo 
fenfible of his own allowed Merit, that 
neither the Refpeé of the Miniftry, or 
the Favour of the Prince swe tohim 
capable of doing him furticient Juftice. 
Soaring ftill above the Duty of a Subjeét, 
he began to encourage Factions, fet up 
Grievances to charm the Populace, and 
at length became the Head of a League 
formed for the Security of the Catholick 
Religion, even under a biggotted Catholic 
Prince. His Schemes fucceeding for 2 
confiderable Space, he was the Darling of 
the Mob, fo much adored by the Citizens 
of Paris, that they rofe in his Favour, and 
infulted the King in his Palace, from 
whence he fled to a fafer Place, ill-mount- 
ed, and with bur few Attendants. Not 
long after the Duke was, by his Majefty’s 
Command, aflaflinated at Blois. 

The famous E. of Effex was a Nobleman 
of the fame Stamp; {fo boifterous, fo full 
of his own Merit and Services, that he at- 
tempted to impofe Laws on the Queen 
in her own Court, and excited a Rebel- 
lion in the Streets of her Capital ; for 
which, notwithftanding the Favour he 
once ftood in, he fuffered on the Scaffold ; 
tho’ the Rafhnefs of his laft Treafon made 
it fo ridiculous, that the Relation thereof 
is {carce credible. 

But, as the common Adage obferves, 
No Man becomes exceffively wicked all at 
once, fo no —_ in their Beginning car- 
ty Things to Extremities. Oppofition 
heats them; this Warmth and repeated 
Difappaintments blow them at laft into a 
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could not fee while in Office, there was 
fome Decency in their Language: They 
had but juft deferted their Attaci ment 
A to their King, and broke off their Fricad- 
fhip with the Mf—,; in hepe therefore that 
their appealing to the People would en- 
gage the Cort to comply with their De- 
mands, they preferv’d good Manners, and 
left a Door open to Reconciliation.

‘zoing to be cated. They believe, like 
their Brethren in Bedlam, what hath nv 
Foundation in Nature or Fa@t, and from 
thence reafon right ; for Oppofition and 
Refiftence is certainly a Duty, when 
there are Defigns and Attemipts to over- 
turn the Conititution and introduce arbi- 
trary Power. Yet there is not ome Step 
taken towards it. 

All who write in Defence of the Go- 
vernment and Miniftry, are called Wri- 
ters for Arbitrary Power, and Modern 
Whigs, who are ‘departed from the Ori- 
ginal Principles of that Party.

Amongit Men of fuch a Com- 
plexion, Benevolence and Humanity are 
treated as Folly and Weaknefs ; and good 
Senic, and an honett Heart, perfecuted as 
Invaders of their Properties.

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Hence we may form an Idea of what 
important Confequences to the Publick are 
a good Capacity of Difcernment, and a 
beneficent Difpofition in the other inter- 
mediate Practicers ; and how much it ig 
the Duty of every Magiftrate to inculcate 
thefe Principles, and extirpate their Op- 
pofites. The good Effeéts of all Laws are 
more or lef{s enjoyed, as thefe noble Qua- 
lities prevail, or tink, amongft Pradticers. 

I fha!l conclude with obferving, That as 
the Clergy are, from their Profeffion, 
injoined to fet Examples of Virtue and 
Religion beyond all others; fo, in right 
Reafon, ought thofe who are concern’d in 
adminiftring of the Laws,to excell others 
in brave and worthy Examples of Juftice, 
and every focial Virtue. Every Offence 
committed againft the Laws, by its Ad- 
miniftrators and Pra@icers, in the Execu- 
tion of their Offices is aggravated accord- 
ing to their Height and Dignity in that 
Profeffion.

- Committee be appointed to enquire into 
the Frauds and Abufes in the Cuftoms, 
to the Prejudice of Trade and Diminuti- 
on of the Revenue. 

Refolved, That the Number of the faid 
Committee be one and Twenty, and be 
chofen by way of Balloting, on Tuefday 
the 24th. 

April 24. The Members having been 
Summon’d by the Serjeant at Arms to at- 
tend, the Clerks went on each fide the 
Houfe with Glaffles to receive from the 
Members the Lifts of Perfons Names tobe 
the faid Committee. 

Order’d, That a Committee examine 
the faid Lifts, and Report on which 21 
Perfons the Majority falls. 

April 25. Lord Vere Beauclerk reported 
from the Committce, that they had exa- 
min‘d the Lifts, and that the Majority had 
fallen on the firft of the Lifts mentioned 
p. 51%. in which we defire our Readers to 
correét three Miftakes made in fome Co- 
pies at the beginning of the Impreffion, 
viz. for Foe read Fox, for Lewthier, read 
Lowther, and for Novel, read Nocl.

‘HE Committee, to avoid Con- 
fufion in their Enquiry, have 
examin’d the Frauds commit- 
ted in each Branch of the Re- 

venue fingly; and obferving that their 
Papers of Information related chiefly to 
Frauds in the Tobacco Trade, they pro- 
ceeded in that Branch firft. They take 
Notice of the great Care and Caution that 
is ufed by the Commiffioners in appoint- 
ing Numbers of Officers over a Ship trom 
her Arrival in the River till fhe is brought 
to the Keysto unlade her Freight, to pre- 
vent any Tobacco being landed without 
paying or fecuring the Duties. Notwith- 
ftanding which they have full Proof of 
many notorious Frauds. 

The principal Fraud committed at Im- 
portation is, the fetting down in the Land- 


p Waiter’s Books, by which the Duty is 


computed and paid, lefs Weight than the 
Hogtheads imported do really weigh: 
which és one of the principal Complaints 
made by the Merchants at Bréffol in 1721, 
and was this year made by the Plamters 
in Virginia, by their Agent Sir Fobn 


EF, Randolph, who informed the Committee,

In September 1731 Mr Philpot having 
difcover’d a Fraud, went to the Merchants, 
who gave him 100 Guineas to conceal it, 
which he then did; but has fince paid 


the {aid 100 Guineas to the Commiffioners, C 


and made a Difcovery; and by examin- 
ing the Landwaiters Books and compa- 
ring them, there appears very great Rea- 
fon to fufpe& a multitude of Frauds of 
this Nature. 

Some of the Frauds at Exportation, 
in order to obtain Debentures which the 
Exporters are not legally entitled to are 
by thipping corrupt or damaged Tobacco, 
mixed With Dirt, Rubbifh and Sand; and 
by fhipping Stalks alone itripped from 
the Leaf, which by Law are to receive 
no Drawback. 

In the Year 1704, or 1705, Tho. Parr, 
F(q; of Datchet, had configned to his 
Care in Holland, § or 900 Hogtheads of 
Roll Tobacco, in each of which Rolls 
was contained a Picce of Lead of 2 or 3 
Inches thick, and 6 or 7 Inches long, for 
which the Merchants had obtained a 
Drawback for the Duty as Tobacco. 

But one of the greateft Frauds on Ex- 
portation is, by the unfair Traders en- 
dorfing on the Back of their Coquets 
greater Weights than the Hogfheads con- 
tained, and {0 difcharging Bonds for more 
than the real Exportation , whereby large 
Quantities of Tobacco will remain in 
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and they were immediately exported, 
It appears on thefe 200 Hogfheads, that 
the Duties paid at Importation, accord- 
ing to the Weights in the Landwaiters 


A Books, were fhort of the real Weights 


by 132924. It appears on Exportati 
that the Certificate {worn to by Williang 
Cameron for Mr Peele, to obtain Deben- 
tures, was to difcharge Bonds given on a 
former Entry for Virginia Tobacco, im- 
ported in November 1731. That the En- 
dorfement on the Coquet, made by Mr 
Peele, in Order to receive the Debentures, 
exceeded the real Weights a@tually fhip- 
ped, by 8288/b. fo that the Total of the 
Pounds Weight intended to be gained by 
this Fraud, amounts to 21580. 

_ Another Fraud the Committee take No- 
tice of, is, that of Relanding, after ha- 
ving Debentures for the Drawbacks; 
which Tobacco fo relanded is fold for 
home Confumption under the Market 
Price, in prejudice to the fair Trader. Of 
this they give feveral Inftances, particu- 
larly in the Ifle of Guernfey, Ferjey, and 
Man. Mr Howel, who lived many years 


D in Flandeys, has frequently obferved {e- 


veral Quantities of ‘Tobacco imported in- 
to Offend and Dunkirk, and "ene re. 
packed im Bales of 100%. wr. each, and 
then again put on Board Engl and Irifp 
Veffels, that waited there for that Pur- 
pofe, and were employed in relanding 
it in England and Ireland. About 12 
Month ago nine Britis Vellels were ta, 
king in Cargoes of Tobacco for this Pur- 
pote at Dunkirk. 

The Veffels employ’d thus in the Smug- 
ling Trade, take out Clearances for the 
Ports of Spain, Portugal, or fome other 
foreign Country, in order to produce, ig 
Cafe they are met with on the Coaft of 
Britain or Ireland. 

There have likewife been confiderable 
Quantities of Tobacco run without pay- 
ment of Duty; of this kind have been 
feized and condemned, 958,745/b. wr. 
fince Chrifimas 1723, including tae To-

We have, fays he, taken Notice in 
former Difcourfes, why it was thought 
neceflary that all the Powers of the Ef 
tates of the Kingdom fhould be trans- 
ferr'dto the Parliament of Paris (See Vol. 
II. p. $34, 858, 944, 1052.) which is now 
as much the Reprefentative of the King- 
dom, as thofe Eftates were formerly of 
the whole People, and have on many Oc- 
cafions exerted their Power, even in Op- 
pofition to the Court ; wherefore the Mi- 
nifters did all they could to abridge their 
Power ; for publick Liberty is a terrible 
Bar in the Way of Men in great Affairs; 
for everyKnave would be fafe, if he could, 

That the Minifters might therefore 
live without Controul, it was neceflary 
that the Parliament of Paris, the-Clergy, 
Nobility, Magiftracy of the Towns, and 
the trading Intereft fhould be all brought 
into a Kind of Dependence upon the Court. 

The Nobility were drawn in to loiter 
their Time at Court in Luxury and expen- 
five Follies, that having fo wafted their 
Eftates, they might be obliged to hang 
upona Minifter for a Penfion,ora Govern 
ment, to fupport their Rank. 

As to the Church, its primitive Hier- 
archy did not feem calculated ro fupport 
Tyranny in the State, the Bifhops were 
eleéted by the inferior Clergy, and after- 
wards indeed confirm'd by.the Pope ; but 
even this laft did not bring them under 
the Influence of the Court ; the firft At- 
tempt made towards it was at a Time, 
that the Court of France was embroil'd 
with that of Rome, the former gain’d over 
a few of the Bifhops, and being refolv'd 
to clip the Pope’s Authority in Spirituals, 
ciafed them to aflemble and take on them 
the Name of a National Council, or Na- 
tional Affembly, in which they declar’d 
that the Pope had no Authority toexcom- 
municate Kings; that none of his Bulls 
had any Force, unlefs they had the Sanc- 
tion of a general Council; with fome o- 
ther Thing, which fhew'd plainly, that 
they aim’'d to place inthe King and his 
Minifters that Infalliblity which they de- 
nied to be in the Pope, . a 
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The King took to himfelf the Right 
ofnaming all the Bifhops exclufive both 
of the Clergy and of the See of Rome , 
the Ceremony of fending 2 Conge D’Elire 
to the inferior Clergy is a2 meer Farce, 
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tho’ it's an Acknowledgment thdt the 4 


Right of eleéting is in the Clergy. Hence 
the Clergy of France, ate now one 0 
the chie Seapenss of Arbitrary Power. 
The French Minifters have never been 
able to gain over the whole Body of 
French Bifhops upon any Occafion; for 


which variousReafons have been affign’d; B 


firft, that they are generally chofen out of 
the Prime of the Nobiliry; that fome 
of them are bred up in Sentiments of Ge- 
nerofity, and Notions of Honour ;and that 
they are not burthen’d with Wives and 
Children, which was fometimes made an 
Excufe for yielding to Corruption. How- 
ever, the Minifters have a Party fuffici- 
ent among them as it is. 

The next Thing done towards eftab- 
lthing arbitrary Power in France, was, 
to humble the People by Clogs and In- 
cumbrances upon Commerce. ‘Tothis Pur- 
pofe moft of che Branches of Forcign 
Trade were monopoliz’d, and certain 
Perfons, for Confiderations, beit known to 
the Minitters, obtained Grants and Char- 
ters for trading to this or that Part of the 
World, exclufive of alt other Subjeéts. 
In go ents, fays a French Author, 
it is ufual to prohibit importing Merchan- 
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Could the Parliament of Paris have 
been gain'd over, Arbitrary Power would 
have been fix’d in France as firm a3 am ime 
moveable Rock ; but ‘here the Min:fters* 
met’ with fuch Oppofitions and Difficulties 
as muft turn to the everlafting Glory of 
the French Nation. Mezeray takes Notice 
that in the Reign of Henry III. 24 Ediés 
for raifing Money upon the People, were 
prefented to the Parliament by the Cuure 
to be verify’d, and that only three of them 
'd. Not only Ediéts for raifing Money 

for extending the Regal Power and 
Prerogative, have been refufed; even the 


Minifters have not been able to gain one 
Veice, when the Thing in ftion has 
had the leaftTendency tow ppreffion. 


This being -the Cafe, there have been 
eternal Contentions betwixt the Court and 
Parliament ; fo that when the Court has 
met withRepulfes, they have banifh’d the 
Parliament, and fometimes executed the 
Edi& without its being regifter’d at all. 
——But what may not Minifters do in 
Countries where there are ftanding Armies? 
But as this Point has never been given up 
by the Parliament, the French comfort 
themfelves with this Refleétion, that 
while their Parliaments preferve thet In- 
tegrity, they have a Chance of recover- 
ing their Liberties one Time or other. 
Some have wonder'd that the Frencb 
Minifters never found Means of introdu-

that it would be for the Intereft of the 
Natior to have publick Sfews ,; that one 
Man is not made for one Woman; but 
that Polygamy, Concubinage, and even 
Sodomy is lawful ; that all Ordinances are 
ufelefs. ‘Thus the Bands of Society have 
been loos’d, and the Foundations of Go- 
vernment po tk hence Difregard of Au- 
thority, Loofenefs, a Ferity of Manners; 
Theft, Fraud, Rapine, Murders, Debau- 
chery ; Prefumption, Defpair, Phrenzy, 
Madnefs; Self-Executions, and making 
away Infants out of a Principle of Bene- 
volence. (See Vol. Il. p. 723.) Thefe are 
the natural Confequences, and vifible Ef- 
feéts of the mew Scheme, and the Iffues 
of a corrupt Heart, 

It will be faid,fome Patrons of the Mo-

C J Occafion of this Enquiry. Whilft the 
Excife Bill was depending, the Advocates 
for it,infifted on the Multiplicity of Frauds, 
and that the Nature of them were fuch,as 
nothing but the Power of Exci/e-Laws 
fhould be able to prevent them. The 
Gentlemen,on the other Side,acknowledg’d 
there might be very great Frauds, and de- 
clared they were ready to come into any 
Method to remedy them, not tending to 
the Deftruction of Trade ang Liberty, as 
they apprehended an Excife did. Here- 
upon one of the Reprefentatives of this 
City, a great Trader in Tobacco, moved 
for an Account of Frauds in that Comme 
dity for ten Years paft, to be laid before 
the Houfe, which appeared to amount to 
fo trifling a Sum, thatthe Perfons, who 
ftarted the Objeétion, infifted no more 
upon it; but the Gentlemen on the other 
fide, having defeated the Excife Scheme, 
F refolv’d to purge themfelves from any 
Imputation of defigning to countenance 
Frauds of anv kind. For this purpofe an 
honourable Gentleman propoied, that a 
Committee be appointed to enquire into 
the Frauds and Abufes of the Cuffoms in 
cencral. 
~ A certain Gentleman was very much 
perplexed with the Motion, but having 
mumbled the Thiftles a while, confented 
to the Enquiry; and it wasrefolved, That 
the Committee fhould be chofen by Ballot, 
a Method of voting originally defign’d to 
prevent all unwarrantable Influence; buc 
what was his Conduét upon this Occafion ? 
Why, he fummoned all his Creatures to- 
gether, in a moft unprecedented manner ; 
and having cold them, in a flabbering. 
Specch, 


tee of Enquiry into the Frauds in the 
Cuftoms. 
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Speech, what a terrible Combination of a!l 
Parties was form’d againft him, conjured 
them, in a moft pathetick Manner, to 
ftand by and fupport him againft the De- 
figns of his Enemies, for if they fucceed 
againft me, fays he, the next ftep will be 
to turn you all out of your Places, to fill 
them with Creatures of their own. 

"Then he went round the whole Affem- 
bly, Man by Man, fqueezing them very 
feelingly by the Hand, and prefenting ‘em 
at the fame Time with a Lift of 21 
Gentlemen (17 of whom were in Employ- 
ments of great Profir) befeeching them to 
Vote for it, if they had any Regard for 
Him or their own Intereft. By thefe Me- 
thods he fucceeded; and one of bis Advo- 
cates hath fince very judicioufly triumph'd 
upon it. (See p. 345. F.) Let the World 
judge how far uch Methods are confiitent 
with the Nature of our Con/ftitution, or the 
original Intention of Balloting. 

As tothe Report itfelf, I cannot, fays 
Danvers, forbear admiring the pecu- 
culiar Eloquence of the Style, in which 
it isdrawn up; but when we reficct on 
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that glib Genius, who is named the Com- D 


piler of it, we cannot wonder that it far 
exceeds all formerProductions of the fame 
Kind. 

The Committee begin with acquainting 
the Houfe, that they proceeded with the 
utmoft Diligence in examining the Matters 
referr’d to them. Indeed no Diligence 
feems to have been wanting to procure 
Information ; for it appears that Smugiers, 
corrupted Officers, and Perfons taken out 
of Goal were produced as Witneiles. Nay, 
they had Recourfe fo far back as 1704 for 
one Initance of Fraud,and in feveral Places 
take Notice of Sufpicions and Conjectures 
of Perfons under Examination, inftead of 
Faéts atteitted by proper Vouchers. I 
don’t mention this as a Refleétion on 
thefe Gentlemen, no, 1 {peak it to their 
Honour, to fhew that they executed their 
Truit, asbecame théir Dury to the Houfe ; 
yet they feem to be confcious, that their 
Difcoveries will not entirely come up to 
the Expeétation of the Publick; which 
they impute to the Want of Time,and the 
Extenfivene{s of Frauds and Abufes in the 
Cuftoms; which I am afraid would, on 
Examination, appear to be the Cafe in 
other Branches of the Revenue. 

The Gentlemen obferve, they begun 
their Examination with the Frauds in the 
Tobacco Trade, becaule of the great Impors 
tance of that Trade to the Nation ; the

the Complaints of the Planters in ViRGt- 
NIA, I was a little furprized to find the 
laft Article among{t their Inducements, 
fince it's well known how that Reprefen- 
tation was obtained, and after we have 
received Accounts from Virginia of their 
being as much alarmed at the Confe- 
quences of an Excife, as the People of 
England. But I confefs the Gentlemen 
had fuflicientInducements Of another kind, . 
to begin with this Branch of the Cuftoms ; 
I mean to juftifie the Charge brought 
againit the Tobacco Merchants, that they 
were concerned in fraudulent Dealings, 
and to fhew the Necefliry of putting the 
Laws of Excife in Force agaimit them. 
But the Zobacco Merchants, in general, are 
not juitly anfwerable for all the Frauds, 
meniioned in thefe a, fome of which 
were firft difcover'd by their Affiftance, 
and others tranfacted by Jittle Dealers in 
that Commodity. 

It likewife appears to me that the 
whole Amount of Frauds hitherto dif 
cover'd in the Tobaceo Trade is fo tar from 
being enormous, that it is really too trift- 
ing to be mentioned, when reduced from 
Pounds of Tobacco to Pounds Sterling ; ef- 
pecially when compared with the large 
Extent of that Trade, and the Great 
Weight of Duties upon it, which will al- 
ways be the Occafion of Frauds inevery 
Commodity burthened with them. 

If the Planters fuffer any Hardfhips un- 
der the prefent Regulations, they mutt be 
aferibed to the fame Caufe; for when ic 
is confider'd that the Duties upon Tobacco 
amount to above 5 Sevenths of the origi: 
nal Value, which the Planter is not able 
to pay himfelf, the Perfons who advance 
the Money, will make an Advantage of 
it, as they dutty may, and very proba- 
bly fome of them have been guilty of Ex-. 
tortion ; but that this would be redreffed 
by an Excife, is not yet fatistaétorily ex- 
plain'd. : 

The Committee next examine theFrauds 
and Abufes in TEA and BRANDY; but 
as thefe Commodities are already excifed, 
I am at a Lots to guefs for what purpofe 
thefe Frauds are exhibited to the Publick ; 
unlefs to convince them of a Truth which 
fome Perfons have endeavour'’d to con- 
ceal, viz. that thofe Branches of the Re- 
venue which are already under an Excife 
are as liable to Abufes ‘as Thofe under the 
Cuftoms. 

The Frauds difcover'd in the Wine Trade 
are fo inconfiderable, that they hardly de- 


Greaine/s of the Lofs to the Revenue; and ferve any Animadverfiom, for they affe@& 


only 
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only a few little Smuglers on the Coaits, 
whom all the Laws in the World will 
never totally reftrain, whilft the Height 
of Duties \ays fo ftrong a Temptation in 
theit way. Gallies, Dragoons, and even 
Death itfelf are not able to fupprefs them 
an France. © 

It is acknowledged, thro’ the whole 
Report, that moft of the Frauds and A: 
bufes mentioned, have been committed 
by the Connivance of Jittle Officers. 
thefe Gentlemen could have found Time to 
go thro’ their Enquiries, They might have 
traced this Iniquity co its Fountain head ; 
as the other Lif, I am told, refolved to 
do, without Regard to Perfoms. They 
might have found, that fome of the chief 
Poits in the Cuftom-houfe were Patent- 
Places, held in ‘Truft for Perfons, who 
never go near their Offices, but leave them 
to Deputies, with little or no Salaries be- 
fides Perguifites, which is only a.more 
genteel Word for Bribery and Corruption. 
3c would have appeared, that ONE 
GENTLEMAN, in particular, who enjoys 
two of the greateft Pofts in the Admini- 

ation, hath another held in Truft for 

im in the Cuffom-houfe, for two Lives, 
which annually cofts the Nation more

Money than all the Frauds in the Tobacco 
Trade amount to for feveral Years patt. 
Whilit this continues to be the Cafe, 
who can wonder to hear of Frauds and E 
Abufes in publick Offices? But the Re- 


medy is — and obvious. Let us either 
refume thefe great Sine-cures, and fettle 
handfome Salaries upon Thofe, who ac- 
tually do the publick Bufinefs; or make 
the Principals anfwerable for the Frauds 
committed by the Collufion of their De- - 

ties. This would prove infinitely more 
effectual than that ridiculous Project, for 
preventing the Effects of Ccrruption by 
an Excife, whilit the Caxufe is fuffer'd to 
remain. 

Thete is another bad Effeét, attending 
the Praétice of holding great Employments 


in Truft; i.e. if it fhould ever tind its G 


way into the Houfe of Commons, for as 
all Employments in the Receipt of the 
Revenue are incompatible with a Seat 
tn Parliament, fuch a clandeftine Me- 
thod as this would not only be an 
Evafion of the Law, anda burthenfome 
Impofition on the Pablick, but might be 
made the Inftrument, under a bad Admi- 
niftration, of fubverting our Conftitution. 

To conclude. The only way to pre- 
veat an iniquitous Commerce between the 
Currmpter and Corrupted, is by removing 
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the Temptation, that is, by making fome 


fort of Regulation amongft tie Officers of 
the Revenue as juft mentioned, and lower-

vous, as far as the Exigencies of State 
will poffibly admit.
